Mayor Walbridge Expresses Him- 


self on the Brennan Trial. 


Attorney Glover Says He Begs to Dif-| 
fer With His Honor. 


THE TAKING OF TESTIMONY ENLIV- 
ENED BY RUNNING COMMENTS. 


Mayor Walbridge Refers to “Our Side’’ 
of the Case and Mr. Glover Takes Him 
to Task—Mr. 
Apologize for His Colleague and Is 
Told to Attend to His Uwn Affairs—

Mayor Walbridge, sitting as Lord High 
Chancellor in his self-constituted court, will 
resume the taking of testimony in the Bren- 
nan case at 10 o’clock to-morrow morning.

A VALUABLE EXAMPLE. 

In sentencing eight White Caps to the 
Penitentiary at Brookhaven, Miss., Judge 
Chrisman of that State has completed a 
brave and noble stroke of work in behalf 
of law and order, and has given an exam- 
ple worthy of the admiration of the people 
and of the imitation of ali law officers. 

The citizens of Judge Chrisman’s dis- 
trict were terrorized by a large and daring 
band of White Caps. Eleven of the band 
were arrested on charges of arson and 
murderous assault. Their companions 
threatened the lives of allengaged in the 
prosecution of the prisoners and an armed 
force of overwhelming numbers sur- 
rounded the Court-house and demanded 
their releate. They did not frighten 
Judge Chrisman, who wagon the bench, 
He defied and denounced them, and over 
awing them by his courage, broke 
through their ranks, organizeda posse and 
put the lawless gang to flight. 

Under the inspiration of Judge Chris- 
man’s brave example the citizens rallied to 
the support of law and order, the Governor 
promptly responded to their appeal for aid 
and the result is that eight White Caps are 
under sentence, the remainder of the band 
are begging for mercy and white-capism is 
utterly wiped out in that section of the 
State. 

But there is more thanashining exam- 
ple of courageous devotion to duty in 
Judge Chrisman’s action. There is a val- 
uable lesson in its outcome. It doubtless 
seemed that the people of that part of Mis- 
sissippi were in sympathy with the 
lawless elements, yet, when one 
man had the courage 6. defy 
them and stand up for law 
they gave him vigorous and unflinching 
support. Itshows that the sentiment in 
favor of order in a community only needs 
appeal and leadership to be aroused to.

A YOUNG 


The Account of His Lifs Given by 15- 
Year-Old James Dorrance. 


GILLESPIE, Ill,, May 9.—James Dorrance, a 
boy 15 years 014, who stole a pony from Mr.
